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PREFACE. 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough 

of  Saffron  Walden. 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1937. 

The  health  statistics  for  the  year  were  generally  satisfactory. 
There  were  only  two  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  and 
another  feature  was  the  low  incidence  of  infectious  disease. 

When  dealing  with  small  numbers,  rates  per  thousand  have  less 
significance  than  the  actual  numbers  on  which  they  are  calculated, 
and  comparison  of  these  rates  with  the  corresponding  rates  for  the 
whole  country  is  often  misleading.  In  a  district  like  this,  where 
general  conditions  such  as  population,  have  altered  little  for  some 
years  past,  the  most  reliable  comparisons  are  made  by  viewing  actual 
numbers  obtained  in  a  certain  year  or  decade  in  relation  to  corres¬ 
ponding  numbers  in  previous  years  or  decades,  in  the  same  district. 
For  example,  the  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age 
and  deaths  from  the  infectious  fevers,  during  the  past  decade,  com¬ 
pares  with  the  numbers  for  the  three  previous  decades  as  follows  :  —

During  the  year,  steady  progress  was  made 
housing  conditions.  The  main  features  of 

towards  improving 
the  re-housing  pro- 

gramme  were  the  building  of  40  fairly  large  houses  to  accommodate 
families  of  more  than  average  size  ;  and  16  small  flats,  which  repre¬ 
sent  the  Council’s  first  experiment  in  providing  homes  for  persons  of 
“  pension  ”  age. 

The  work  on  the  new  housing  estate  is  now  well  advanced.  In 
addition  to  the  point  of  view  of  accomodation,  much  attention  has 
been  given  to  the  design  and  lay-out,  and  the  general  effect  should 
merit  the  approval  of  an  architecturally  sentitive  community.

AREA. 

Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Local  Authority.

The  Medical  Officer  is  also  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to 
the  Saffron  Walden  Rural  District,  Medical  Superintendent  of 
the  Isolation  Hospital,  and  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer 
in  the  two  districts. 

Sanitary  Inspector: — H.  J.  Baxter,  a.r.s.i.,  m.s.i.a. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  is  also  Housing  Inspector  and  Meat 
Inspector  for  the  District. 

There  were  no  alterations  during  the  year  in  the  arrangements 
regarding  Laboratory  or  Ambulance  facilities. 

Nursing— Two  District  Nurse  Midwives  are  provided  by  the 
Local  District  Nursing  Association  which  is  affliated  to  the  Essex 
County  Nursing  Association. 

The  Association  receives  a  grant  from  the  County  Council,  but 
its  funds  are  raised  mainly  by  voluntary  local  effort. 

TREATMENT  CENTRES  AND  CLINICS.

Venereal  Diseases:  Treatment  is  available  at  any  of  the  principal 
London  Hospitals  and  at  the  Cambridge,  Chelmsford  and 
Colchester  Hospitals. 
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Hospitals. — Under  the  approved  scheme  for  the  provision  of 
adccjuate  isolation  and  treatment  of  persons  suffering  from  infectious 
disease,  the  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the  treatment  of 
Smallpox  cases  occurring  in  the  Adminstrative  County.  The 
Smallpox  Hospital  is  situated  at  Colchester. 

For  infectious  diseases  other  than  Smallpox,  accommodation  is 
now  to  be  provided  by  the  joint  action  of  all  Local  Authorities  within 
an  area  which  includes  the  Borough  of  Saffron  Walden,  Urban 
Districts  of  Halstead  and  Braintree,  and  the  Rural  Districts  of 
Saffron  Walden,  Halstead,  Braintree  and  Dunmow. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water. — The  district  is  supplied  by  a  piped  service  from  the 
new  Waterworks  which  were  provided  by  the  Urban  District  Council 
in  1932.  and  are  situated  off  the  Debden  Road. 

The  source  of  supply  is  two  bore  wells,  sunk  to  a  depth  of  512 
feet — the  first  20  feet  through  clay,  and  the  remainder  through 
chalk.  The  bores  are  steel  lined  to  a  depth  of  220  feet  from  the 
surface. 

The  water  is  pumped  by  means  of  duplicate  70  h.p.  Diesal  Oil 
Engines  with  centrifugal  pumps,  and  softening  is  carried  out  by  a 
three-cylinder  base  exchange  water  softening  plant. 

The  supply  is  constant,  the  water  being  pumped  direcly  into  the 
mains  after  softening,  and  the  surplus  stored  in  the  service  reservoir 
and  water  tower.  The  reservoir  is  covered  and  has  a  capacity  of 
220,000  gallons.  The  water  tower  tank,  at  an  elevation  of  353  feet 
above  Ordnance  Datum,  has  a  capacity  of  30,000  gallons,  and  gives 
an  increased  pressure  to  houses  situated  in  the  higher  parts  of  the 
town.  Automatic  electric  pumps  are  provided  in  the  base  of  the 
tower  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the  tank  from  the  ground  reser¬ 
voir  when  the  large  engine  is  not  working,  and  thus  keeping  the 
high  level  service  at  constant  pressure. 

The  Hamlet  of  Seward’s  End  is  supplied  from  the  service  by 
means  of  a  tower  with  tank  capacity  of  5,000  gallons,  at  an  eleva¬ 
tion  of  430  feet  above  OrdnanceDatum.  Automatic  electric  motors 
in  duplicate  are  also  installed  in  this  portion  of  the  service. 
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A  3-inch  main  was  carried  to  Little  Walden  in  1933,  the  hamlet 
obtaining  its  supply  from  a  standpipe  at  the  end  of  the  main. 

During  the  year  1937,  the  Borough  Engineer  was  instructed  to 
investigate  the  possibilites  of  supplying  outlying  cottages,  but  he  did 
not  recommend  any  general  scheme  of  extensions  to  such  properties 
at  the  present  time,  and  pointed  out  that,  before  any  large  scale 
developments  were  undertaken  with  regard  to  wider  distribution  in 
the  Rural  area  of  the  Borough,  it  would  first  be  necessary  to  provide 
much  greater  storage  capacity  at  a  higher  level.

The  results  show  the  water  to  be  of  the  highest  standard  of  or¬ 
ganic  and  bacterial  purity. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. — There  were  no  important  alterations 
in  the  sewerage  or  sewage  disposal  works  during  the  year. 

Closet  Accommodation. — In  the  town  the  water-carriage  system 
is  general,  but  in  some  yards,  where  cottages  of  a  poor  type  still 
remain,  there  is  insufficient  space  for  proper  sanitary  accommoda¬ 
tion. 

Public  Cleansing. — Scavenging  is  carried  out  by  the  Corporation. 
Collections  of  refuse  are  made  weekly.  Covered  carts  belonging  to 
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the  Council  are  used  for  the  purpose,  and  the  refuse  is  disposed  of 
in  a  chalk  pit  outside  the  town. 

Sanitary  bins  are  required  to  be  provided  for  all  new  houses, 
and  fixed  brick  ash-pits  have  been  abolished. 

Baths. — Public  Baths  are  provided  by  the  Council.  They  in¬ 
clude  a  swimming  bath  (60  feet  x  25  feet)  and  five  private  bath¬ 
rooms.  The  question  of  installing  filtration  plant,  and  of  carrying 
out  considerable  structural  improvements  was  discussed,  and  the  pro¬ 
posal  has  since  been  approved  by  the  Council. 

Schools. — There  are  five  Elementary  Schools  in  the  Area.  Four 
of  these,  situated  in  the  Town,  receive  their  water  supply  from  the 
piped  service,  and  are  provided  with  water  closets  and  flushing 
cisterns.  The  School  at  Seward’s  End  also  receives  water  from  the 
Tublic  Supply,  and  has  earth  closets.

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HOUSING. 


During  the  year,  plans  and  specifications  were  prepared  for  the 
erection  of  40  houses  and  16  fiats  in  order  to  provide  accommoda¬ 
tion  for  persons  to  be  displaced  from  Clearance  Areas. 

Although  in  the  majority  of  cases  the  families  to  be  re-housed 
are  small,  it  was  considered  desirable  that  the  houses  to  be  built 
should  be  capable  of  accommodating  at  least  seven  persons,  i.e.  that 
they  should  have  a  superficial  area  of  not  less  than  850  square  feet. 

This  policy  was  adoped  in  view  of  local  circumstances.  The 
most  important  factor  was  that  the  42  houses  most  recently  provided 
by  the  Council  had  a  superficial  area  of  only  677  square  feet.  Over¬ 
crowding  already  exists  in  these  houses,  and  it  is  probable  that  in 
the  course  of  the  next  few  years,  owing  to  the  growth  of  these 
families  in  age  and  numbers,  a  certain  proportion  of  them  must 
become  overcrowded  if  larger  houses  are  not  provided  for  them  in 
the  meantime. 

It  is  therefore  proposed  that  the  larger  families  now  occupying 
these  houses  should  be  transfered  to  the  new  Council  houses,  and 
small  families  from  Clearance  Areas  admitted  to  the  houses  thus 


vacated. 


The  Ministry  of  Health  suggested  a  reduction  in  the  size  of  the 
houses  to  be  erected,  but  finally  agreed  to  the  Council’s  policy. 

The  houses  which  are  now  being  built  vary  in  size  between  867 
and  888  superficial  feet.
